The state Highway Commission 
is forming policy, rules and re­ 
quirement for expenditure by coun­ 
ties of a share of the five cent 
state gasoline tax for construction, 
reconstruction 
maintenance 
and 
repairs of roads, bridges and high­ 
ways, under provision of 
consti­ 
tutional amendment passed by citi­ 
zens March 6 allotting five per cent 
of the state gasoline tax for county 
roads. 
As a first step, the commission 
made it knowm that development 
of plans for future county road con. 
struction and maintenance under 
the sharing plan generally will be 
the same as provided in the pres­ 
ent County Aid Road Law, or the 
so - called "King Bill” law. By 
provision of 
the legislature, the 
King Bill law ceased to be financ­ 
ed by the state April I which was 
the date the new constitutional 
amendment took effect. 
At this writing, the commission 
j has not spelled out details of its 
policy, 
rules 
and 
requirement. 
When 
details 
are 
worked 
out, 
though, according to a spokesman 
for the state highway department, , 
two questions will be answered, 
among others: 
1. How much control, if any, will 
the state Highway Commission ex­ 
ercise over location of future coun- 
I ty roads? 
2. Will the state Highway Com­ 
mission require counties to put up 
money along with the state gas 
tax share due’ In this respect, it j 
might be pointed out that the King 
Bill law provides that the state pay j 
j just two - thirds of the cost of 
county road construction up to ti,-!
